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Convention does not permit carriers to 
exonerate themselves from such 
liability, inclusion of the quoted 
sentence in the notice is misleading. The 
statement should, therefore. be deleted. 

W e  propose, nevertheless. to permit 
carriers l o  utilize existing ticket stock 
wilh [he unamended notice. The 
amended notice would apply to any 
ticket stock printed after the effective 
date of this rule. Until the notice is 
corrected. the liability of the carriers 
will, of course, be governed by the 
preclusion of exoneration contained in 
the Warsaw Convention. despite the 
misleading statement in the baggage 
liubility notice. We would expect all 
carriers l o  take steps to insure that no 
claims are  denied on the basis of that 
notice.
